15, 1998, and for which invention I solicit a reissue patent on the invention entitled 
EXPOSURE APPARATUS HAVING CATADIOPTRIC PROJECTION OPTICAL SYSTEM, 
the specification of which is attached hereto. 

3. I hereby state that I have reviewed and understand the contents of the above- 
identified specification, including the claims as amended in the attached reissue application.

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4. I acknowledge the duty to disclose to the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office all 
information known to me which is material to patentability as defined in Title 37, Code of 
Federal Regulations, Section 1.56. 

5. I hereby claim priority benefit under Title 35, United States Code, Section 
119(a)-(d), of Japanese patent application no. 6-090837, filed April 28, 1994. 

6. I believe the original '805 patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or invalid by 
reason of claiming more or less than I had the right to claim in the patent. 

7. With respect to broadening the claims, one error being relied upon as the basis 
for the reissue is that issued claims 1, 6, 10, and 23 are unduly narrow for reciting a 
catadioptric imaging optical system comprising first and second groups having positive 
refractive power. As such, claim 26 has been drafted to recite a catadioptric imaging optical 
system comprising "said first imaging optical sub-system comprising a first group with a lens, 
and a second group with a concave mirror." In addition, issued claim 25 is unduly narrow for 
reciting a fabricating device method comprising projecting a pattern using the "catadioptric 
optical system according to claim 1 , " and thus incorporates the first and second groups having 
positive refracting power. As such, claim 35 has been drafted to recite a method of imaging a 
pattern on a mask onto a substrate comprising "guiding a light from the mask to a first group, 
wherein the first group comprises a lens, " and "guiding the light from the first group to a 
second group, wherein the second group comprises a concave mirror." 
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8. All errors, including those listed above, which are being corrected up to the 
time of filing of this reissue declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the 
applicant (37 CFR §1. 175(a)(2)).
